PREFACE. 

To  tlie  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Hebburn 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting-  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  and  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1867. 

The  health  statistics  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  body  of  the  report ; 
there  are,  however,  certain  features  on  which  I would  like  to  comment. 

The  principal  vital  statistics  show  no  significant  changes  compared 
with  the  year  1966.  The  population  of  the  Urban  District  fell  slightly  by 
90  to  24,940  ; this  was  below  the  natural  increase.  Excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  186. 

The  birth  rate  showed  a decrease  to  18.0  compared  with  18.1  in 
1966  ; the  standardised  birth  rate  (i.e.  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribu- 
tion of  the  population)  was  16.7  which  was  below  the  figure  of  17.2  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  fell  a little  to  20.1  from  24.3  in  1966,  this 
is,  however,  still  above  the  national  figure  of  18.3  the  causes  are  given 
on  page  12. 

The  death  rate  of  10.5  showed  a decrease  compared  with  10.9  for  the 
previous  year.  The  standardised  reath  rate  of  13.6  exceeds  that  for 
England  and  Wales  which  is  11.2.  Heart  diseases  and  cancer  continue  to 
be  the  most  important  causes  of  death  and  are  responsible  for  over  sixty 
seven  per  cent  of  the  mortality.  The  commonest  cause  of  death  was 
Coronary  Thrombosis.  Heart  diseases  accounted  for  38  male  and  42 
female  deaths  : Cancers  were  next  with  41  male  and  25  female  deaths. 

This  year  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  rose  from  12  to  19.  In 
1966  we  had  a drop  in  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  This  1 attributed 
in  part  to  the  fact  that  over  one  third  of  Hebburn  was  smoke  controlled. 
However,  this  years’  figures  show  an  increase  in  deaths,  although  at  the 
same  time  we  have  further  increased  our  Clean  Air  Zones.  I must  still 
remind  people,  especially  those  who  inhale,  that  cigarette  smoking  has  a 
definite  relationship  to  this  fatal  disease. 

The  Staff  chang-es  are  fully  reported  in  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  report. 
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This  is  my  fifth  Annual  Report  since  I was  appointed  in  July,  1963, 
and  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  the  Councillors  and 
members  of  the  staff  who  have  made  my  work  so  much  easier  by  their 
help  and  co-operation.

B.  PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL. 

1.  Description  of  the  Area 

The  Urban  District  of  Hebburn  is  roughly  rectangular  in  shape.  Its 
West  and  North  boundaries  are  formed  by  the  bend  of  the  River  Tyne. 
In  the  East,  Hebburn  and  [arrow  have  a common  boundary  running 
approximately  north  and  south  from  the  river.  The  Southern  limit  of 
the  Urban  District  is  contiguous  with  Boldon  Urban  District,  the  eastern 
half  of  which  follows  the  line  of  the  Newcastle-Sunderland  main  line 
Railway. 

The  Newcastle-South  Shields  Railway  runs  through  the  District 
parallel  to  the  course  of  the  River  Tyne  enclosing  the  Shipbuilding  and 
repair  yards,  a large  Electric  Gear  and  other  works.  Other  Industries 
in  the  area  include  Engineering,  Chemical,  and  Paint  Works.  There  is 
a large  Coke  Works  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Urban  District.

HEBBURN  OLD  PEOPLE’S  WELFARE  COMMITTEE 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

Once  again  may  I report  a successful  year’s  work  by  the  Committee 
in  providing  a service  to  the  elderly  within  the  town.  With  the  small 
band  of  workers  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  we  have  been  able  to 
maintain  all  our  services  and  now  with  five  years  of  experience  behind 
us,  the  services  provided  by  the  Committee  seem  to  function  more 
smoothly.  During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  the  help  of  two  of  our 
founder  members,  Rev.  R.  J.  Knell,  who  has  moved  to  Conselt  .and 
Nurse  Jobling  who'  has  retired  from  her  post  as  District  Nurse.  Both  the 
above  persons  have  given  trojan  service  to  the  Committee  and  I can  not 
speak  too  highly  of  them.  On  behalf  of  the  Committee  I tender  sincere 
thanks,  and  wish  them  well  in  their  new  spheres. 
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Chiropody. 

This  has  functioned  again  throughout  the  year  with  Mr.  Downs  as 
Chiropodist  treating  340  people,  dispensing  1,358  treatments.  The 
ladies  who  serve  at  the  Clinic  have  largely  run  {his  service  on  their  own. 

Meals  on  Wheels. 

This  service  has  again  been  carried  on  and  during  the  year  6,246 
meals  have  been  served.  During  the  winter  months  Drivers  and  Servers 
experienced  difficulty  with  the  van  and  with  road  conditions. 

The  van  has  now  been  completely  serviced  and  several  engine  parts 
have  been  renewed  and  to  comply  with  the  new  regulations,  seat  belts 
have  been  purchased.  Messrs.  Peter  Marchants  have  continued  to  pro- 
vide the  meals  through  Reyrolles  No.  4 Canteen  and  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  I would  thank  both  of  these  firms  for  their  help. 

Liinobeon  Club. 

This  service  is  the  only  service  which  gives  rise  to  disappointment, 
during  the  year  an  average  of  34  people  have  used  the  facilities  provided 
at  St.  Oswald’s  Church  Hall  and  all  my  attempts  to  expand  the  service 
into  other  parts  of  the  town  have  failed.  The  ladies  who  operate  the 
service  at  St.  Oswald’s  are  doing,  however,  a magnificent  job  and  we 
can  only  hope  that  their  efforts  are  rewarded  by  an  increase  in  numbers 
in  the  coming  year. 

General. 

At  this  stage  in  my  report,  may  i apologise  that  no  meetings  have 
been  called  since  November  last  year.  This  is  entirely  my  fault  but 
unfortunately  due  to  family  reasons  I have  been  absent  from  the  towm 
almost  every  weekend  for  the  past  six  months  and  have  been  unable  to 
prepare  for  a meeting,  due  to  this.  However,  most  of  the  day  to  day 
administration  work  has  been  done  as  it  appeared  and  we  have  had  an 
increase  in  cases  being  referred  to  us  for  aid  by  Doctors,  The  Ministry 
of  Social  Security,  Welfare  Workers,  etc. 

As  a result  of  these  calls  for  help  some  of  the  ladies  on  the  Com- 
mittee have  taken  on  the  additional  burden  of  home  visiting  where  this 
has  been  requested. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  report  I mentioned  Rev.  Knell  and  Mrs. 
Jobling  retiring  from  the  Committee  but  forgot  to  mention  Mrs.  Legg 
who  had  also'  been  an  active  Committee  member,  she  of  course  is  at 
Consett  with  Rev.  Knell  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  and  our  good 
wishes  go  to  her  also. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  Committee  members, 
organisations,  the  Durham  County  Council,  Hebburn  Urban  District 
Council  for  the  help  and  Financial  aid  that  has  made  this  work  possible.

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SECTION  C. 

Report  of  the  EViedseal  Officer  of  Health  on 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  and 

other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1967 
was  266  compared  with  299  during-  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  was 
accounted  for  by  a fall  in  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  There  was  a 
decrease  in  the  numbers  of  other  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  yet  another  year  with  a com- 
plete absence  of  Poliomyelitis. 

MEASLES. 

The  usual  biennial  epidemic  pattern  was  maintained  as  expected, 
there  being  226  cases  compared  with  231  during  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  no<  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the  year.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  this  disease  tends,  when  it  occurs,  to  be  of  such  a 
mild  nature,  that  it  may  well  pass  almost  unrecognised  and  without 
receiving,  or  indeed  requiring,  medical  attention. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  continued  at  a satisfactory  low  level 
with  16  cases  notified  during  the  year.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the 
value  of  immunisation  which  is  offered  both  by  local  general  practitioners 
and  also  at  the  local  authority  clinic. 

DYSENTERY. 

Once  again  this  distressing  complaint  made  itself  known  in  the  area. 
There  were  however  only  5 cases  notified.  Although  this  is  quite  a small 
number  there  is  no  doubt  quite  a large  dormant  infection  among  the 
population  which  may  break  out  at  any  time.  Personal  Hygiene  must 
therefore  be  our  watch-word 

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year.  I 
must  still  impress  on  the  public  the  necessity  for  strict  personal  hygiene, 
and  on  the  food  handlers,  in  particular,  that  constant  guard  against  con- 
tamimation  of  edible  articles  must  be  maintained. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 

Once  again,  there  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the 
year.  Although,  in  the  absence  of  cases,  there  continues  to  be  apathy 
amongst  adults  with  regard  to  immunisation,  the  proportion  of  children 
vaccinated  is  fairly  satisfactory,  and  was  further  improved  with  the 
advent  of  oral  vaccine  which  is  so  simply  administered.  This  disease  is  no 
longer  one  of  childhood  and  now  attacks  young  people  and  adults  with 
increasing  frequency.  These  older  people  are  more  likely  to  be  affected 
by  the  paralytic  type  and  I must,  therefore,  impress  on  them  the  benefits 
of  protection  to  be  acquired  by  oral  immunisation. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  showed  a slight  decrease 
with  12  cases  notified  during  1967  compared  with  13  during  the  previous

I have  pleasure  in  presenting-  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  public 
health  inspection  service  for  1967. 

The  main  burden  of  work  during-  the  year  was  again  confined  mainly 
to  the  implementation  of  the  Council’s  extensive  slum  clearance  and 
smoke  control  programmes,  both  of  which  entailed  a considerable 
amount  of  detailed  inspection  and  other  preparatory  work. 

Owing  to  the  urgent  priority  of  these  two  operations,  much  of  the 
other  no  less  essential  public  health  work  has  received  only  nominal 
attention,  and  this  is  commented  upon  under  the  various  headings  in  the 
bod}/  of  the  report.  There  still  remains  a considerable  programme  of 
work  tO'  be  tackled  in  the  fields  of  housing  and  smoke  control,  and  I 
cannot  envisage  any  change  in  this  situation  under  present  conditions. 

The  only  chang'e  in  staff  during  the  year  was  the  transfer  of  the 
department’s  shorthand-typist,  Mrs.  J.  Stark,  to  the  Council’s  typing 
pool  consequent  upon  the  establishment  of  that  department  when  the 
new  Council  Offices  were  occupied  in  February. 

I must  again  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  department’s 
staff  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  1 
would  also  extend  thanks  to  other  officers  of  the  Council  and  of  various 
outside  bodies  and  organisations  whose  help  and  co-operation  has  been 
so  valuable.

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SECTION  D. 

Environmental  Health  of  the  Area. 

Public  Health  Services. 


The  general  functions  of  the  local  authority  under  the  Public  Health 
Acts,  1336  and  1961  were  exercised  in  respect  of  the  undermentioned 
matters. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  Sunderland  and  South 
Shields  Water  Company,  augmented  when  necessary  by  a supply  from 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  continues  to  be  as  in  previous 
years.  No  evidence  has  been  found  of  any  tendency  to  plumbo-solvent 
action  or  of  any  contamination  by  lead. 

The  water  is  bacteriologically  satisfactory  and  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  its  quality. 

All  the  8,335  dwelling-houses  in  the  town  are  on  mains  supply. 

Discclsuratkm  of  Hot  Water  Supplies. 

Widespread  complaints  were  received  from  householders  regarding 
severe  discolouration  of  their  hot  water  supplies  and  it  became  increas- 
ingly evident  that  this  was  directly  due  to  the  introduction  into  the 
distribution  system  of  soft  water  from  the  new  Derwent  Reservoir.  This 
gave  rise  to  “de-liming”  of  the  internal  surfaces  of  directly-heated  cast 
iron  or  steel  hot  water  boilers  with  the  result  that  corrosion  of  the  metal 
took  place. 

Most  of  the  trouble  occurred  in  the  Council’s  pre-war  dwellings  and 
continued  complaints  indicate  that  this  matter  will  need  serious  atten- 
tion in  the  near  future,  especially  as  the  effects  of  soft  water  may  also 
become  evident  in  galvanised  iron  pipes  and  fittings  and  also  in  certain 
types  of  brass  fittings. 

The  only  permanent  solution  to  this  problem  is  the  conversion  of 
direct  to  indirect  systems. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Council’s  new  Swimming  Baths  were  opened  in  September  by 
the  Member  of  Parliament,  Mr.  E.  Ferny  hough.  The  baths,  which  com- 
prise a main  pool  and  a learners’  pool,  have  filled  a long-felt  need  in  the 
town,  and  attendances  have  been  maintained  at  a high  level. 
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Close  supervisi  n has  been  paid  to  the  bacterial  quality  of  the  water, 
and  the  10  samples  taken  were  all  satisfactory.  The  continuous  chlorina- 
tion and  filtration  plant  functioned  satisfactorily,  maintaining-  the  free 
chlorine  standard  of  water  sterilization  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL;  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  whereby 
all  untreated  sewage  is  discharged  directly  into  the  River  Tyne. 

The  new  Lukes  Lane  housing  estate  in  the  south-eastern  perimeter 
of  the  town  will  eventually  contain  about  390  houses,  shops,  etc.,  and 
all  sewage  from  this  estate  is  pumped  to  a level  sufficient  to  permit  dis- 
charge into  the  public  sewer. 

There  is  one  stream  in  the  area,  Bede’s  Burn  and  this  has  not  given 
rise  to  any  serious  nuisance,  apart  from  a certain  amount  of  unauthorised 
dumping  of  unwanted  household  articles  which  occurred  near  built-up 
areas. 


common  lodging  houses 

Simpson’s  Hotel,  a large  working  men’s  hostel  and  reception  centre 
for  foreign  seamen  in  transit  to  join  vessels,  continues  to  operate  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  This  hostel  provides  cheap  accommodation  for  men 
sn  separate  cubicles,  and  fulfills  a useful  purpose  both  on  a temporary 
and  permanent  basis.  It  is  not  classed  as  a common  lodging  house,  the 
last  one  of  which  closed  in  Hebburn  about  20  years  ago. 

Common  lodging  houses  are  gradually  disappearing  and  this  has  no 
doubt  been  brought  about  to  a large  extent  by  changed  social  conditions 
and  better  welfare  facilities. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  are  an  estimated  9,144  water  closets  in  the  area  which  is 
entirely  served  by  a water  carriage  system. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  operator,  Mr.  J.  Smith,  in 
conjunction  with  other  disinfestation  and  disinfection  duties. 

A free  service  is  provided  for  householders,  but  a charge  is  made 
for  business  premises. 

Bi-annual  treatments  of  the  town’s  sewers  were  continued  during 
the  year,  and  apart  from  some  infestations  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town, 
the  sewers  are  singularly  rat-free.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
refuse  tip  where  crude  tipping  is  employed  adjacent  to  the  foreshore  of 
the  River  Tyne. 
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485  visits  were  made  to  premises  to  deal  with  rats  and  mice,  102 
visits  to  deal  with  cockroach  infestations,  16  visits  for  red  mite,  and  38 
miscellaneous  visits.  Rats  were  found  on  63  premises  or  land  and  mice  on 
102. 

Most  of  the  verminous  conditions  found  relate  to  cockroaches,  bums 
and  fleas,  and  occasionally  other  insects  such  as  red  mite,  spider  beetles, 
earwig's,  and  wasps  were  dealt  with.  There  is  no  charg'e  for  the  treat- 
ment of  domestic  premises. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Transport  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent,  Mr.  R.  Bone,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information  : — 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Number  of  houses  and  premises  from  which  refuse

One  Dennis  Paxit  Refuse  Collector,  four  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  Refuse 
Collectors  and  one  Ford  3 ton  Tipper  carry  out  the  Refuse  and  Salvage 
collection. 

House  Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly,  and  Trade  Refuse  on  an 
average  of  two  collections  per  week. 

Method  of  Refuse  Disposal — 100%  Controlled  Tipping. 

One  Bray  Tractor  Shovel  is  engaged  on  refuse  disposal  work  at 
the  tipping  site. 

The  tipping  site  is  suitably  distant  from  the  residential  area  and  the 
length  of  haul  is  approximately  two  miles.

NOISE 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  noise  level  arising  from  the  us,  of 
pneumatic  drills,  and  compressors  in  built-up  areas,  an  approach  was 
made  to  all  statutory  bodies,  contractors  etc.,  who-  used  such  equipment, 
requesting'  the  use  of  mufflers  on  drills  and  screens  around  compressors. 
As  a result  of  excellent  co-operation  by  these  firms  all  such  equipment  is 
now  effectively  muffled,  and  in  one  or  two  instances  where  unmuffled 
drills  were  being  used,  verbal  representations  have  met  with  immediate 
compliance. 

A further  source  of  complaint  regarding  excessive  noise  arose  from 
the  operation  of  plant  machinery  at  a slag  recovery  works  where  the 
material  is  removed  from  a slag  heap  and  crushed,  dried,  graded  and 
coated  for  road  making  purposes.  Associated  with  this  complaint,  is  also 
one  of  dust  emission  and  several  meetings  were  held  between  Hebburn 
and  J arrow  Council  and  the  firm’s  representatives  in  an  endeavour  to 
minimise  this  nuisance. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  under  the  Noise 
Abatement  and  Public  Health  Acts.

CLEAN  AIR 

The  continuation  of  the  Council’s  programme  of  smoke  control 
required  a great  deal  of  work  during  the  year,  but  the  results  of  this  work 
are  now  beginning  to  bear  fruit,  both  in  the  domestic  and  industrial  field. 
There  are,  however,  still  several  seemingly  intractable  sources  of  indus- 
trial pollution  which  continue  to  give  rise  to  complaints  from  time  to 
time. 

Smoke  Control  Areas 

Two  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  as  follows:  — 

No.  9 — The  remaining  part  of  the  Monkton  Estate  in  the  South 
Ward  and  containing  364  Council  houses,  17  privately- 
owned  houses  and  2 commercial  premises.  Acreage:  32.4. 

No.  10 — Part  of  the  Hartleyburn  Estate  in  the  South  Ward  and  con- 
taining 68  Council  houses,  131  privately-owned  houses  and 
1 commercial  premises.  Acreage:  19. 


post-war  houses,  modern  inset  room  heaters  burning  solid  smokeless 
fuel.  The  opportunity  was  also  taken  to  install  whole-house  heating  by 
radiators,  to  insulate  roof  spaces  and  to  fit  gas  points  for  ignition 
purposes.  These  schemes  are  mainly  financed  by  rent  increases,  and  they 
have  been  enthusiastically  received  by  the  tenants. 

All  new  Council  dwellings  are  fitted  with  approved  heating  and 
cooking  appliances,  and  the  Building'  Regulations  require  .all  new  private 
development  to  be  similarly  equipped. 

Occupiers  of  privately-owned  houses  where  smoke  control  conver- 
sions have  been  carried  out  chose  systems  as  follows  : — Solid  fuel 
48.4%,  gas  48.4%,  electricity  3.2%. 
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The  following  Orders  have  been  made  in  Hebburn  since  the  incep- 
tion of  smoke  control  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  : —

Adjustments  have  been  made  to  the  number  of  houses  and  other 
premises  where  clearance  area  demolitions  and  new  housing  and 
commercial  development  have  taken  place. 

The  above  figures  show  that  50.6%  of  all  houses  and  74.2%  of  the 
area  of  the  town  are  now  under  smoke  control  and  the  Council  can  claim 
to  be  in  the  forefront  of  domestic  smoke  control  in  the  North-east.  1974 
is  still  the  target  date  for  completion  of  the  programme. 

District  Heating 

An  important  contribution  to  the  clean  air  programme  was  the 
inauguration  of  the  1st  phase  of  the  School  Street  District  Heating 
Scheme.  374  flats  and  maisonettes  in  five-storey  blocks  are  supplied  with 
heat  and  domestic  hot  water  from  a central  oil-fired  boiler  plant.  Future 
development  of  a further  480  dwellings  with  shops,  etc.,  will  also  be 
catered  for. 

Industrie!  Pollution 

With  the  exception  of  a few  industrial  processes  where  pollution 
occurs  from  time  to  time,  much  of  the  industrial  activity  in  Hebburn  is 
not  basically  smoke  producing,  such  as  shipbuilding  and  repairing, 
electrical  and  other  classes  of  engineering  and  paint  manufacture. 
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The  main  sources  of  emissions  are  a coking  plant,  a bituminous 
paint  works,  a slag  recovery  works  and  shipping  and  craft  on  the  River 
Tyne. 

Owing  to  staff  shortages,  very  little  time  could  be  devoted  to  this 
important  branch  of  the  department’s  duties. 

Alkali  Etc.  Works 

The  Alkali  Etc.  Works  Regulations  Act,  1906  is  concerned  with  the 
regulation  of  processes  carried  out  in  certain  chemical  and  industrial 
works.  The  Act  requires  these  processes  to  be  registered  annually  and 
requires  the  best  practicable  means  to  be  used  for  preventing'  the  escape 
of  any  noxious  or  offensive  gas  and  for  rendering  such  gases  where 
discharged  harmless  and  inoffensive. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Alkali  Act  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Government’s  Chief  Alkali  Inspector. 

Those  parts  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  which  relate  to  dark  smoke,  grit 
and  dust,  smoke  control  areas  and  smoke  nuisance  do  not  apply  to  those 
premises  controlled  by  the  Alkali  Act. 

There  are  two  processes  registered  under  the  Act  in  Hebburn, 
namely  : — 

1.  Coke'  and  By-products  plant  producing  sulphate  of  ammonia, 
benzene,  acid  sludge,  gas  and  coke. 

2;  Bituminous  paint  plant  producing  various  protective  coating 
enamels  and  paints. 

Complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time  regarding  excessive 
emissions  of  smoke  and  fume  from  both  plants,  and  these  were  brought 
to  the  immediate  attention  of  the  managements  and  the  Alkali  Inspector 
was  informed. 

During  the  year,  a proposal  to  erect  new  plant  at  the  bituminous 
paint  works  was  submitted  to’  the  Council,  and  after  a series  of  meetings 
attended  by  members  of  the  Council  and  officers,  representatives  of  the 
firm  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate,  it  was  finally  agreed  to  issue  planning 
approval  for  this  development.  The  process  consists  of  manufacturing 
an  enamel  from  a mixture  of  pulverised  coal,  coal  tar,  anthracene  oil  and 
talc.  The  raw  materials  are  heated  for  about  16  hours  to  20  hours  and  the 
enamel  is  then  run  off  into  barrels,  sacks  or  tankers  to  cool  and  harden. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  cooling  and  condensation  of  vapours  given  off 
during  heating  and  these  are  recovered,  or  removed.  The  process  is  oil- 
heated  and  provision  was  also  made  for  the  chimney  serving  the  furnace 
to  be  of  the  correct  height  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Memor- 
andum on  Chimney  Hei  ghts.

Chimney  Heights 

One  application  was  received  for  determination  of  the  height  of  a 
boiler  house  chimney  proposed  to  be  erected  by  Durham  County  Council 
in  relation  to  a new  comprehensive  school  on  the  Lakes  site. 

Grit  and  Dust 

A large  slag  tip  situated  in  a built-up  area  of  the  town  adjacent  to 
the  eastern  boundary  with  Jarrow  gave  rise  to  a great  deal  of  concern 
by  both  authorities.  This  tip  is  a relic  of  the  pre-war  iron  and  steel 
industry  in  Jarrow,  and  a firm  are  recovering  the  waste  slag  for  the 
manufacture  of  road  making  material.  The  process  consists  of  crushing, 
drying,  grading  and  coating-  and  a good  deal  of  fine  dust  arises  at 
difference  stages  of  the  operation.  Depending  upon  climatic  conditions 
this  dust  is  carried  to  dwelling-houses  in  the  vicinity  and  this  gives  rise 
to  many  complants  from  residents. 
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Various  proposals  to  minimise  these  emissions  have  been  submited 
to  and  implemented  by  the  firm  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  whole 
plant  was  still  under  close  investigation.  It  is  recognised  that  this  pro- 
cess is  essentially  a dusty  one,  and  even  under  ideal  operating  conditions 
it  would  be  impossible  to  prevent  some  escape  of  air-borne  dust.

Housing  repair 

63  informal  notices  were  served  compared  with  126  during  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  Statutory  notices  served  was  20  as  against 
47  in  1966. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  for  non-com- 
pliance of  statutory  notices  during  the  year. 

The  large-scale  clearance  operations  are  reflected  in  the  reduced 
number  of  notices  it  was  necessary  to  serve. 

Housing  Improvement 

Applications  for  improvement  grants  are  jointly  dealt  with  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

34  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  76  for  Discretionary  Grants 
were  received  and  all  were  approved. 

The  preservation  of  the  better  old  houses  by  improvement  and  ren- 
ovation is  clearly  becoming  more  important  as  the  clearance  of  the  worst 
proceeds.  The  introduction  of  new  legislation  to  improve  grant  aid 
combined  with  grants  for  improving  the  environment  and  new  main- 
tenance standards  should  achieve  much  to  bring  older  houses  up  to 
something  like  a modern  standard. 

The  North  Eastern  Housing  Association  commenced  the  revitalisa- 
tion of  76  houses  in  the  High  Lane  Row  area  under  Discretionary 
grants,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  policy  will  be  continued  for  the  rest 
of  their  properties  in  Hebburn. 

The  Council  have  had  under  consideration  the  revitalisation  of  their 
pre-war  houses  which  total  nearly  1,000.  The  ag'e  of  these  houses  vary 
from  48  to  31  years  and  it  is  obvious  that  a decision  will  have  to  be 
made  regarding  their  condition,  particularly  in  view  of  the  deterioration 
of  the  hot  water  systems  mentioned  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report. 
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Houses  Demolished  or  Closed 

The  rehousing  of  tenants  and  demolition  of  properties  were  com- 
pleted in  the  Hebburn  Quay  Nos.  22,  23,  24  and  25  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders.  All  the  235  dwelling's  which  the  Council  acquired  from  the  former 
Battle  Hill  Estate  Company  were  also  demolished  and  the  tenants 
rehoused. 

The  total  number  of  houses  demolished  as  a result  of  Clearance 
areas,  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  or  other  formal  action  was  643. 

Clearance  Programme 

Further  clearance'  areas  in  Hebburn  Quay  Nos.  26,  27,  28  and  29 
and  in  Prince  Consort  Road  involving  some  137  dwellings  were  also 
declared  and  subsequently  confirmed  with  onlv  minor  modifications. 

Preliminary  action  was  also  commenced  on  four  areas  in  the  New- 
town Nos.  12,  13,  14  and  15,  involving  145  dwellings,  and  on  the  first 
area  in  South  Argyle  Street  covering  100  dwellings. 

1967  saw  the  achievement  of  clearing  the  largest  number  of 
dwellings  ever  to  be  dealt  with  in  Hebburn  in  one  year,  and  this  was 
carried  through  without  any  increase  of  staff  in  the  department. 

Building  Programme 

A substantial  part  of  the  1st  phase  of  the  Council’s  School  Street 
housing  project  was  completed  during  the  year.  This  development  con- 
tains 5-storey  blocks  of  maisonettes  and  flats  designed  on  the  Swedish 
vSkarne  principle,  arid  heated  by  distribution  mains  from  a central  oil- 
fired  boiler  plant.  The  first  phase  contains  374  dwellings,  with  provision 
for  further  development  of  some  480  dwellings  together  with  shops  and 
other  amenities. 

The  2nd  and  3rd  phases  of  the  Lukes  Lane  Estate  were  also  com- 
pleted and  this  scheme  will  contain  around  390  traditional  type  dwellings, 
part  of  them  being'  industrial  built  houses. 

Further  house  development  is  proposed  for  Spencer  Street  and  St. 
Oswalds  Road  areas,  and  in-fill  housing  in  Hebburn  Quay,  in  addition  to 
the  School  Street  extension.  The  Newtown  area  is  also  likely  to  be  used 
for  housing  purposes. 
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FOOD 

The  preparation,  processing"  and  distribution  of  food  has  become  a 
highly  organised  and  complicated  operation  in  present-day  life. 

We  now  have  automatic  food  vending,  deep  frozen  foods  of  every 
description,  long-life  milk,  soft  and  hard  ice-creams,  flavouring  agents, 
tenderisers,  emulsifiers,  colouring  matters,  preservatives  and  “instant" 
foods  of  all  descriptions. 

A greater  variety  of  foods  is  now  sold  in  self-service  stores  and 
more  and  more  people  eat  out  in  restaurants,  canteens,  cafes  and  public 
houses. 

It  is,  therefore,  more  important  now  than  ever  before  that  the 
public’s  food  is  protected  at  every  stage,  be  it  in  the  factory,  during 
delivery,  whilst  on  sale  or  in  the  restaurant,  canteen  or  pub. 

Insofar  as  Hebburn  is  concerned  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  vitally 
essential  part  of  what  is  now  popularly  referred  to  as  “consumer  pro- 
tection” does  not  receive  the  attention  it  deserves.  This  is  solely  due  to 
the  pressure  of  work  in  other  directions  chiefly  slum  clearance  and  smoke 
control,  and  it  is  a matter  of  some  concern,  because  lack  of  regular 
visits  and  inspections  will  inevitably  lead  to  a lowering  of  standards. 

ft! tat  Inspection 

All  meat  supplies  in  the  town  are  obtained  from  wholesalers,  chiefly 
in  Newcastle. 

There  are  no>  slaughterhouses  and  no  licensed  slaughtermen  in 
Hebburn. 

Milk  Supplies 

All  milk  sold  in  Hebburn  is  processed,  bottled  and  distributed  by 
firms  outside  the  area.  All  milk  is  heat-treated  either  by  pasteurisation, 
or  sterilisation  and  homogenisation.

One  complaint  concerned  a species  of  South  African  beetle  found  in 
a packet  of  breakfast  cereal  and  another  concerned  a sausage  containing 
part  of  a cigarette.  A meat  pudding  brought  to  the  Department  con- 
tained a live  insect,  but  no  action  was  taken  as  the  evidence  appeared 
suspect. 

'The  cither  complaints  were  mostly  concerned  with  mould,  and 
burnt  dough  in  bread  from  previous  bakings. 

Although  the  figures  given  above  are  a matter  of  some  concern,  they 
represent  only  a small  proportion  of  the  large  quantities  of  food  sold 
every  day.  Nevertheless,  the  growing  number  of  complaints  of  this 
nature  from  year  to  year  indicate  perhaps  an  increasing  carelessness  in 
manufacure  and  storage  prior  to  sale. 

Three  prosecutions  were  taken  under  .Section  8 of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955  (unsound  food)  and  fines  and  costs  totalling*  £30/0/06. 
were  imposed. 

Food  Hygiene 

121  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  food  or  drink  is  prepared, 
handled  or  sold. 

To  secure  a satisfactory  standard  in  the  hygienic  handling  of  food, 
it  is  essential  to  obtain  the  willing  co-operation  of  management  and 
workers,  and  this  can  only  be  achieved  by  regular  and  frequent  visits  by 
the  public  health  inspector.  He  can  persuade  and  explain,  but  where  these 
fail  it  is  necessary  to  invoke  the  comprehensive  law  now  available  to  deal 
with  those  who  persist  in  disregarding  it.  Statistics  of  visits  do  not  show 
the  value  of  work  of  this  nature,  but  it  is  nevertheless  a matter  of  con- 
cern that  it  was  possible  to  visit  just  over  half  the  total  number  of  prem- 
ises which  prepare,  handle  or  sell  food  and  drink.  In  other  words  these 
premises  can  only  be  visited  about  once  every  to  2 years. 


IVIobilc  Food  Vehicles  and  Stalls 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1967. 

These  Regulations  revoked  earlier  general  regulations  and  intro- 
duced stricter  requirements  to  improve  hygienic  standards  for  markets 
stalls  and  delivery  vehicles.  Hie  term  “stall”  means  any  stand, 
marquee,  tent,  mobile  canteen,  vehicle  (whether  mobile  or  not),  vending 
machine  site  or  pitch,  from  which  food  is  sold  as  distinct  from  food 
premise's  or  food  rooms  which  are  governed  by  separate  regulations. 
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Apart  from  the  large  number  of  vehicles  delivering  food  supplies 
direct  from  manufacturers  or  wholesalers  to<  retail  premises,  there  has 
in  recent  years  been  a considerable  growth  in  the  number  of  mobile 
shops,  most  of  which  operate  on  housing  estates.  Many  of  these  vehicles 
leave  a lot  to  be  desired  in  the  way  of  construction,  internal  layout  and 
general  cleanliness  and  their  operators  often  sell  a wide  variety  of  foods 
both  open  and  wrapped  or  canned  in  addition  to  other  household  com- 
modities. A survey  was  commenced  of  all  such  vehicles,  but  this  had  to 
be  abandoned  owing  to  the  demands  of  work  in  other  fields,  and  only 
occasional  inspections  can  now  be  made  when  vehicles  are  encountered 
in  the  course  of  other  work.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  satisfactory 
way  of  dealing  with  mobile  shops  is  by  a system  of  prior  registration 
with  the  local  authority  and  thereafter  by  annual  renewal  of  such 
registrations.  Only  in  this  way  can  any  control  be  exercised  over  such 
vehicles,  many  of  which  operate  only  at  week-ends  and  evenings.
